FOREST 
FIX UP 
“‘DAVO’

ALAN DAVIDSON, , Australia’s World 
Cup right-back, looks certain to sign 
for English first division side, Nottin- 


gham Forest. 


As reported exclu- 
sively by ASW some 
weeks ago, Forest assis- 
tant manager Ron Fenton 
was highly impressed 
with Davidson’s perform- 
ances during the World 
Soccer Series. 

So impressed was Fen- 
ton that he said Forest 
would definitely be in- 
terested in signing a 
player of Davidson’s 
calibre, providing their 
regular right-back, Eng- 
land international Viv 
Anderson, was trans- 
ferred. ; 

Anderson’s future 
with Forest was under a 
cloud as he was in- 
terested in chasing 
bigger money, possibly in 
Italy or Spain. 

But last week, 
Arsenal, bought Ander- 
son and paid Forest 


$400,000. 

Immediately after 
Anderson left Forest, 
Davidson was approached 
from England. 

“I spoke to Mr Fen- 
ton twice,” Davidson 
said. *‘The first time 
he gave me a general 
brief as to my availabili- 
ty for Forest. 

“I told him I was un- 
der contract to South 
Melbourne till the end 
of our season only. 

“The second call from 
England was made after Mr 
Fenton had discussed my 
terms with Forest man- 
ager Brian Clough. 2 

“Clough endorsed 
Fenton’s recommenda- 
tions and stated he 
would pay my $30,000 
transfer fee to South 
Melbourne as soon as I 
complete my contract 
with them,” Davidson 
said. 

Davidson is expected 
to fly to England as soon 
as the NSL season is 
over to start training 
with Nottingham 
Forest. 

Fenton asked Davidson 
what Arsenal had origi- 
nally offered him, and 
when ‘Davo’ gave him the 
figures, Fenton said it 
would be no problem. 

The club assured David- 
son there were no wor- 
ries about the work per- 
mit problems which pre- 
vented his joining 
Arsenal. 

Davidson can expect ad- 
ded bonuses from Forest 
as they are in the UE- 
FA Cup next season.

QUEENSLAND’S fears that the State’s 


two National League clubs could be 
squeezed out of the NSL by their 
Southern counterparts (ASW, July 10) 
appear to be materialising. 


South Melbourne 
president Leo Anezakis 
has called for the axing 
of the two Brisbane 
clubs, claiming they 
were causing financial 
hardship for the 
others. 

Officials from the 
Sunshine State were 
unimpressed and angered 
by the comments made by 
Mr Anezakis in a Mel- 
bourne newspaper. 

Queensland’s rep- 
Tesentative on the Na- 
tional League management 
committee, Guido 
Canale, has vowed to 
raise the matter at 
the next meeting. 

“Mr Anezakis has ta- 
ken a narrow-minded at- 


titude with only his 
club’s interests at 
heart, the two Bris- 
bane sides have honoured 
their commitments to 
the league in every way 
and should not be penal- 
ised for spending money on 
facilities rather than 
import players,’’ he 
said. 

“T am very surprised 
by these statements 
by a president from a club 
such as South Mel- 
bourne. The club at- 
tended the recent 
meeting where it was 
unanimously decided that 
the NSL would con- 
tinue. Everyone was

No doubt there will 
be some support from dif- 
ferent quarters for 
others such as Marconi’s 
Bruce James, Heidel- 
berg’s Jeff Olver, 
South Melbourne’s 
Peter Laumets and 
Brisbane City’s Kim 
Wishart.

He must also have an 
ideal temperament and 
be composed at all times, 
for a goalkeeper with a 
nervous disability is a 
liability no national 
team can afford. 

Courage, quick re- 
flexes, good hands, anti- 
cipation, total con- 
centration and an au- 
thority to command his goal 
area are other prime. re- 
quirements. 

Let’s face it, a bad 
mistake or a moment's lack 
in concentration by a 
goalkeeper, can com- 
pletely ruin the good 
work of his team-mates. 

Good concentrated 
training develops 
technique and produces 
good goalkeepers. 

Probably the hardest 
ingredient to perfect 
in the technique of a 
goalkeeper is knowing 
when to leave his line 
and when to stay at home. 


Even the best in 
the world make mistakes 
in this department. 

Good goalkeepers also do 


their homework and get to 
know their opposition 
before a game. 

This does not only ap- 
ply to where an opposing 
player may hit a penalty 
kick, but indeed, all ab- 
out an opposing  strik- 
er’s play — his shooting 
habits, the foot he 
favours, etc. 

When a goalkeeper has 
done his homework cor- 
rectly, this enables 
him to make difficult 
saves look easy by knowing 
where to position him- 
self at the decisive 
moment. 


Homework 


And in these days of 
television and video re- 
corders there is no ex- 
cuse for a top goalkeeper 
not to have done his 
homework. 

Terry Greedy is undoub- 
tedly Australia’s 
leading goalkeeper and is 
a man who consistently 


makes difficult saves 
look easy. 
A school teacher, 


Greedy is an educated 
custodian, who knows his 
geometry and all about 
angles. 

His play reminds me of 
the all-time great Ir- 
ish goalkeeper Pat Jen- 
nings and the former 
Scotland and Spurs goal- 
keeper Bill Brown. 

This pair were as safe 
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as houses and two men you 
would trust catching 
your best China! 

Like this talented 
twosome, Greedy goes ab- 
out his job with the 
minimum of fuss and the 
maximum efficiency. 


Inspired 
His performances in 
the series against 


England last year, the 
Merlion Cup win in Sin- 
gapore and the recent 
World Series inspired 
the whole Socceroo 
team. 

His throwing and dis- 
tribution is also top 
class and, as well as be- 
ing the last line in 
defence for Australia, 
he is the first line in 
attack. 

Canberra keeper 
Franken is a youngster 


in a hurry. 
Although still a bit 
wet behind the ears, 


he makes up for his lack of 
experience by magnifi- 
cent reflexes and per- 
fect attitude.

“Ray Baartz and Col

Jennings, Marshall 
Soper and perhaps 
David Lowe and Peter 
Tredinnick will have 
important parts to play 
in Australia’s next chal- 
lenge. 

“The current crop of 
young players in the 
North is as good as 
we’ve had in the past 
and I feel that with the 
tight coaching we can 
turn some into fine, ma- 
ture footballers. 

“But the lack of in- 
centive in the game 
makes it hard for 
youngsters to make the 
sacrifices needed to get 
to the top. There are 
plenty of young players 
wanting to give it a go, 
but the simple truth is 
that economics won’t 
permit it. 

“When I was at New- 
castle United I saw 
young players drop out 
of university, train 
three hours a week in 
gyms during the sum- 
mer and work harder at 
their game than you’d 
expect from full-timers 
in Britain or Europe. 

“It’s very hard to jus- 
tify making those sac- 
rifices if the returns are 
not there. 
“Unfortunately, the 
challenge of self- 


improvement is left 
very much to the indi- 
vidual player and it’s a 
fact of life that many 
young Aussies do not 
have the discipline of 
their counterparts in 
professional cliubs 
overseas. 

“For instance, many 
kids still don’t under- 
stand the edge that an 
extra bit of skill pro- 
vides. 

“Dedication and fit- 
ness are terribly impor- 
tant but genuine skill is 
something a youngster 
learns at home in his 
backyard, in the play- 
ground or by knocking 
a ball against a wall for 
hours on end. 

“Coaches are looking 
for skill, but it’s one of 
the gifts a coach can’t 
offer a player. 

“For all these reasons 
it’s terribly hard to 
make significant im- 
provements in the over- 
all standard, particu- 
larly in the short term. 

“If the money is not 
there, then players will 
look to prestige as a 
form of incentive. This 
can come down from 
the top via a strong 
national team and a 
viable club competi- 
tion.”
